DUNKIRK, France, June 23, via! 
Paris, June 24—Thirty-six tons of ex- | 
plosives and metal were fired into) 
Dunkirk yesterday from the German 
position somewhere behind Dixmude. 
Several civilians were killed or wound- 
ed, and considerable material damage 
was done, but not a single shell reach- 
ed the port or any other point of mili- 
tary importance, The Impression on 
the inhabitants differed In) no way, 
from that made by preceding vom- 
burdments, and the first trains out of | 
the city today carried no more than 
the usual number of travellers. 

The first shell struck in the city at} 
the break of day ,and others followed 
at intervals of 26 minutes until a 
quarter past six in the evening, The 
shriek of the shell gives no warning 
of the missiles coming, as the noise is 
heard only in the last 200 yards of 
Hight, and almost simultaneously 
comes an explosion that makes the 
earth tremble, 

Scarcely had the smoke of the first 
shell lifted when red-colored notices 
reading “refuge in case of alarm,” be- 
wun to appear on the fronts of build- 
ings haying cellars eafe from the shell 
fire. (Many people -hastily clad, hur- 
ried to these shelters. Some more ran 
in the direction of the explosion, hop- 
ing to uld the victims.

A significant feature of the trip was 
the audience granted by the Pope, 
Speaking of this, Miss Addams said: 

“Before being admitted to the pre- 
sence of the Pope we were received 
by Cardinal Gasparri at the Vatican. 
The Catholic women of Hungary were 
anxious that we see the Pope, as they 
Wanted the war to end, and thought 
the Pope might use his influence. 
The primate of Hungary gave us a 
letter to Cardinal Gasparri ‘and he 
apoke openly to us. The cardinal 
told us that the Vatican could but 
deplore the awful havoc of war and 
that the Vatican prayed that the end 


might come soon. He assured us 
that it seemed time that the Women 
were moving in an effort for peace 
and that he hoped the effort might 


lead to negotiations among the war- 
ring nations. 

‘After seeing Cardinal Gasparri we 
were ushered into the presence of 
the Pope. He gave us exactly half 
an hour by the clock. Naturally we 
were exactly on time. The Pope in- 
formed us that his mind was entirely 
open on the war: that he was ready 
to talk to us of the work we were do- 
ing. lt was quite the natural and 
usual thing for women to be trying 
for peace among the belligerents, h¢ 
sald, and he was willing to do what 
he could to further any peace negoti 
ations.

FORT McMURRAY, 


The arrival of men and supplies to 
begin Work ou the Waterways railway 
at this end is accepted as azsurance of 
the early completion of the road 

An arrangement has been made be 
tween the owners of the properties 
comprising the townsite of McMurray 
and the railway interests, whereby, in 
consideration of those interests secur- 
ing a twenty-five per ‘cent, interest in 
the townsite, the river temninus of the 
railway will be established at a con 
venient point within the town. The 
townsite extends about two miles 
along the north bank of the  Clear- 
water from (ne saeuth of Hanging 
Stone Creek to the Athabasva. The 
Hudson Bay property facing on the 
Athabasca, forms the extreme wester- 
ly Jimit of the towns.te This pro- 
perty comprises less than 20 acres, 
The townsite for halt a anile back 
from the Clearwater is a level flat, 
largely cles of woods, and is well 
above danger of hood, 

Railbway grading will begin on the 
townsite and will follow up the 
Clearwater to the junction of the 
Pembina or Christina, some fifteen to 
vighteen miles up the Clearwater. ‘Dhe 
grade will rise-to the plateau level in 
following up the Christina, 

The railway supplies brought down 
by the scow ‘brigade, under Commo- 
dore Wood, on the 13th. included a 
car of hay and a ‘car of oats. The 
horses will be brought overland from 
Lac La Biche.

| MAST LUNCHEON OF SEASON,’ 

Education is a preventive of crime 
said J. C. Ponsford, warden of the Al- 
berta penitentiary, in his address to 
the Industrial Association at the Cecil 
hotel at noon today. Of the 178 in- 
mates of Alberta penitentiary only six 
| are skilled mechanics. The balance of 
| the inmates are there through the in- 

fluence of drink, and have no particu- 
"lar trade or calling. Indolence in many 
cases Was the primary cause of their 
incarceration, 

The chair for the day was taken by 
E. J. Mahar, and following an excel- 
‘lent solo rendered by P. K. McGregor 

with Herbert Wild as accompanist, 
| Warden Ponsford was Introduced. 

In his remarks Mr. Ponsforg sald 
that many would have you believe that 
everything connected with  penitene 
| tlary life was brutal and inhuman, 

whereas the Opposite was the case 
| ‘The prisoners were treated with the 
| best care. Those who had trades were 
' given an opportunity to work at these, 
and to those who had no trade ine 
struction was given. In the penitene 
tiary they had their shoe shop, in 
| which instruction was given in the 
different lines of their work. In the 
tullor shop, the uniforms of the pris- 
oners and of the officers were manu- 
factured, and any prisoner whose bent 
was along this line was given an op- 
portunity to learn the trade that when 
his sentence was completed he would 
be able to go out into the world and 
Fearn an honest living. In addition to 
these trades they had machine shops. 
fand other departments which would 
| tend to make better citizens of the 
prisoners when their term of inearcer- 
| ation expired. 

The inmates as much as possible 
were kept in the open air so that their 
health would not in any way Be im- 
paired, One of the most prolific causes 
| for sentence to the penitentiary was 
| forgery, not in large amounts but 
| through the issue of spurious checks 
| by men who came in off the grade and 
construction work. In this connection 
‘Mr. (Ponsford blamed the general mer- 
| chant to a large extent. When a man 
| came into his store to purchase go0da 
and offered in payment a check, with 
probably some change .coming, he 
would accept the, cheok rather than 
lose the sale, with the result that the 
check often proved no good, In con- 
sejuence of this the man who passed 
the check was ‘finally arrested and to 
say nothing of the costs of trial and 
conviction. was sent to the penitenti- 
ary at a cost to the state of approxe 
fanately one dollar per day per inmate. 

Owing to the absence of many of 
the business men from the city during 
the summer months, it has been de- 
cided to dispense with the weekly 
‘luncheons of the association during 


July and August.
